pastor of Hope's First Baptist 
church for many years until his 
call to the Sarasota church in 
1949. He served Sarasota for 16 
years until his death in 1965. The 
present pastor is the Rev. 
Emmett C. Johnson. 


The new church's architect is a 


friend of my sister and brother- ever completely removed from 
in-law, Dr. and Mrs. C. H. politics, and he said "some 
Yeager, but, as with many letter- things shouldn't be removed 
readers, I find I am unable to from politics."

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Bumpers Favors Change in |n the News 
Highway Revenue Division 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Dale Bumpers said Wednesday 
he favored change in the way 
the state Highway Commission 
divided revenues for highway 
construction. 


Bumpers hinted that he had 


soma reservations about the 
Mack Blackwell amendment, 
which established the commis- 
sion as an independent agency. 


The governor said he had 


championed 
the 
Mack-Black- 


well amendment in 1952 when it 
was adopted by the people to 
the state Constitution. He had 
thought "it was a very fine 
thing." However, he said he 
had found that very few states 
had given their highway de- 
partments 
constitutional im- 


munity. 


The governor said nothing is 


"Obviously, there are sjme 


gross inequities in this present 
system (of dividing revenues)," 
Bumpers said. 


The present system of divid- 


ing revenue works this way: 
The 
five 
highway 
com- 


misioners, each of whom repre- 
sents two highway districts, di- 
vide available revenue from the 
gasoline tax and licenses and 
federal 
funds even 
among 


themselves for construction in 
the districts they represent. 
The commission gives no con- 
sideration to differences in pop- 
ulation, traffic, use and the 
number of vehicles among the 
districts. 


Bumpers said the Highway 


Commission should give prior- 
ity to some areas because of 
their location, population and 
vehicle counts. 


"What I think is the most 


equitable method of distributing 
state gasoline funds around the 


state is to take those areas of 
high priority and commit the 
funds for those off the top, just 
as they have for 
interstate 


funds in the past, and then the 
balance can be distributed in 
such a way that the rural and 
poor 
areas 
do 
get 
their 


secondary 
roads 
built," 


Bumpers said. 


The governor said he was fa- 


miliar with both sides of the 
agrument on distribution of 
revenues. He said the commis- 
sion should pick out critical 
projects for funding each year 
based on "traffic counts, the to- 
pography and actuaJy human 
needs as well as economic 
needs." 


Bumpers indicated that he 


would not favor 
a highway 


bond issue. The Highway Com- 
mission wants either a $300 mil- 
lion bond issue or a two-cent-a- 
gallon increase in the gasoline 
tax to finance new highway 
construction. 


Predicts Meat Price 
Drop in a Few Weeks

Heads of the nation's largest 
food chains, emerging from a 
two-hour meeting with top gov- 
ernment officials, say the price 
of meat will be coming down in 
the next few weeks. 


The executives met Wednes- 


day with Treasury Secretary 
John B. Connally, Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz, and 


members of President Nixon's 
Council of Economic Advisers 
Wednesday. Afterwards, they 
told newsmen that meat prices 
will be falling because of mar- 
ket forces rather than govern- 
ment action. 


Connally agreed. "We think 


that over the next 140 days you 
will see a decline in meat 
prices," he said. 


The secretary also persuaded

Bolivia Kicks Out 
Soviet Personnel 


LA PAZ (AP) — Bolivia's 


right-wing military government 
has ordered 119 Soviet Embas- 
sy personnel out of the country 
after implying the mission was 
financing leftist rebel move- 
ments. 


It is the largest such contin- 


gent expelled from any country 
in recent memory. Last Sep- 
tember, Britain kicked out 105 
Russians after a defecting So- 
viet agent blew the lid on a spy 
network. 


Foreign Minister Mario Gu- 


tierrez said in a nationwide 
broadcast Wednesday the Rus- 
sians have seven days to leave 
the country and that the ouster 
rectified "a situation capable of 
disturbing the public tranquil- 
ity." 


He said documents had fallen 


into his hands which outlined a 
plan for "foreign intervention 
in Bolivia," and that one of the 
papers gave instructions for the 
"landing of men" Tuesday in 


various parts of Bolivia. 


He said there had been con- 


cern among the Bolivian mili- 
tary over the large size of the 
Soviet delegation, and that the 
ouster involved a "question of 
sovereignty." 


"We hope that the Soviet gov- 


ernment will understand our 
decision," he added.

February Consumer Price In- 
dex went up 0.5 per cent, with 
food prices rising by 1.6 per 
cent, the highest in 14 years.

The penalty payments, pro- 


posed in a petition by the Avia- 
tion Consumer Action Project, 
would be equal to the ticket 
price for canceled flights and

are late taking off or landing. 


K.G.J. Pillai, executive direc- 


tor of the Ralph Nader-spon- 
sored group, said his review of 
airlines' on-time filings with the 
CAB showed 26 per cent of the 
flights on the nation's 200 bus- 
iest routes were 15 minutes or 
more late in 1970. 


The airlines performed 809,- 


825 flights on those routes in

and 
cancelled 28,056 of 


them, said Pillai's petition. He 
estimated 1.5 million to 2 mil- 
lion passengers were affected 
by the cancellations alone.

Bumpers Urged to 
Accept Grant 


MARIANNA, Ark. (AP) — 


Joan Baez, the folksinger, end- 
ed an unannounced visit to Lee 
County by urging Gov. Dale 
Bumpers to approve an Office 
of Economic Opportunity grant 
for the Lee County Cooperative 
Clinic, a clinic spokesman said 
Wednesday. 


A $1.2 million grant has been 


approved by the OEO in Wash- 
ington for the clinic, which was 
established to provide medical 
care to the poor in the county, 
but Bumpers has not yet signed 
papers that would clear the 
grant for use by the clinic, offi- 
cials said. 


The spokesman at the clinic 


said Miss Baez wrote a letter to 
Bumpers after 
visiting with 


families who are patients of the 
clinic. Some whites in the coun- 
ty have said the clinic is the 
source of racial unrest that has 
developed in the country since 
last June. 


The spokesman quoted these 


portions of the letter from Miss

FBI 
informer 
Boyd 


Douglas Jr., the government's 
chief witness, and a pile of let- 
ters, most of them between the 
imprisoned priest and Sister 
Elizabeth McAlister. 


While the defense argued the 


prosecution's case added up to 
zero, the government insisted it 


had proved an ongoing con- 
spiracy to kidnap Kissiner, to 
bomb government property, 
and to destroy draft files.

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Public Pays Dearly for 
Desire of Congressman

WASHINGTON (AP) - Want 


to pay $69,500 a month to have 
one of the world's fastest trains 
running half-speed, nearly emp- 
ty, through the home district of 
a powerful congressman? 


You're doing it. 
Does it seem logical to test a 


train designed to whisk passen- 
gers between metropolitan cen- 
ters at 170 m.p.h. by pushing it 
over mountains at 15 m.p.h.? 


Or to spend another $40.000 


advertising the scenic beauties 
of the route, which the train 
crosses at night? 


Amtrak and the Department 


of Transportation think so, and 
so does Rep. Harley 0. Stag- 
gers, D-W.Va., chairman of the 
House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce 
Committee which 


passes on all bills authorizing 
funds 
for 
Amtrak and 
the 


Transportation Department. 


And that's why one of the 


only two Turbo Trains in the 
United States labored over the 
West Virginia mountains for 


eight hours one recent night to 
deposit 
three passengers in 


Parkersburg, W.Va. 


It was a typical run. 
The Turbo Train, capacity 


144, pulled out of Washington, 


D.C., 
half full at 5:45 p.m., 


dropping passengers at 
four 


commuter stations along the 
way. By the time it reached the 
first West Virginia stop, Mar- 
tinsburg, at 7:04 p.m., only a 
dozen riders remained. 


The next day, leaving Park- 


ersburg at 4 a.m., four passen- 
gers boarded. The Turo Train 
brought 26 riders into Washing- 
ton just before noon. 


Until last fall this Turbo was 


one of two speeding full passen- 
ger loads between Boston and 
New York in less than four 
hours. 


The rail passenger office of 


the New England Governors' 
Conference wanted to expand 
the service from nine round 
trips a week to four round trips 
daily, making the Turbos a nat- 
ural extension of the Metroliner 


between Washington and New 
York. 


Then Amtrak appeared be- 


fore Staggers' committee to re- 
quest $170 million. And, the De- 
partment 
of 
Transportation 


showed up to ask the com- 
mittee for $315 million plus an 
extension of its program to de- 
velop high speed ground trans- 
portation. 


On Feb. 7 the Turbo Train in- 


augurated service to West Vir- 
ginia, 
including 
Staggers' 


hometown 
of Keyser, 
popu- 


lation 6,586. 


Fifteen days later Staggers' 


committee reported favorably 
on $170 million request; two days 
after that it approved the 
Department of Transportation 
bill. 


Amtrak's explanation is that 


it wanted to see if good service, 
modern equipment and heavy 
advertising could lure passen- 
gers back to one of the three 
most poorly patronized routes 
in the nation. It claims patron- 
age has doubled over the old 
service. 


Explosion, Death in Ireland

BELFAST (AP) — A giant 


explosion wrecked a main 
street in Belfast, killing a Brit- 
ish army officer, and bombers 
tried to assassinate a Protes- 
tant leader in the Roman Cath- 
olic civil rights movement to- 
day as London formalized its 
takeover of Northern Ireland. 


The British House of Com- 


mons voted 191 to 13 to endorse 
the peace plan of Prime Minis- 
ter Edward Health. The meas- 
ure giving the British govern- 
ment complete control over the 
embattled province was passed 
by the House of Lords an hour 
later and then given approval 
by Queen Elizabeth II to be- 
come law. 


As the violence flared in 


Northern Ireland, the British 
Defense Ministry announced it 
would send 600 more troops to 
the province to help restore or- 
der, bringing the number of sol- 
diers in Ulster to 15,100. 


The blasts in Belfast were the 


third 
and 
fourth 
to 
shake 


Northern Ireland within hours. 


The explosion on Wellington 


Street, 100 yards from City 
Hall, went off in a car and tore a 
huge section of the thorough- 
tare. It sent parts of the car 
soaring over four-story build- 
ings into nearby streets and 
hurled the officer, a bomb dis- 
posal expert, against a wall. 
Maj. Bernard 
Calladene, 39, 


died in a hospital. He was the 
292nd 
person 
killed 
in 
32 


months and the 56th British sol- 
dier to die in the Ulster trou- 
bles. 


Police said the car was stolen 


in the Lower Falls area of Bel- 
fast, a stronghold of the Irish 
Republican Army, and blamed 


the IRA for the blast. 


In 
Londonderry, 
guerrilla 


bombers tried to assassinate 
Ivan Cooper, a Protestant 
member of Northern Ireland's 
now-defunct parliament and a 
leading figure in the Roman 
Catholic civil rights movement. 


Police said a bomb blew up 


Cooper's car outside his home 
minutes after he received a 
phone call telling him he was 
urgently needed at a hospital. 


Earlier in the evening, a 150- 


pound 
gelignite 
charge 
ex- 


ploded in a truck in downtown 
Belfast, demolishing the vehicle 
and blowing out windows for 
hundreds of yards, and three 


men 
bombed 
a 
Protestant- 


owned food store after warning 
employes and customers they 
had five minutes to clear out. 
No casualties were reported. 


The army was preparing for 


the Easter weekend, tradition- 
ally a tense time for Catholic- 
Protestant relations in North- 
ern Ireland. The Catholic are 
said to be planning several 
demonstrations, some to com- 
memorate IRA dead. Barri- 
cades were going up around 
some Catholic 
areas 
where 


residents fear Protestant as- 
saults. Military sources 
said 


gunmen behind the barricades 
have been firing random shots, 
apparently as warnings. 


'Good News' Man 
Dies at Age 82 


MIAMI BEACH (AP) - Ga- 


briel Heatter, who kept war- 
time audiences turned to their 
radios with "there's good news 
tonight," died today at the age 
of 82 at the Miami Heart In- 
stitute following a five-year ill- 
ness. 


Heatter, whose deep baritone 


brought the London blitz and 
the Pacific jungle into Ameri- 
can living rooms, died of pneu- 
monia, said son-in-law Ralph 
Daniels. 


The pioneer newscaster re- 


tired from his national nightly 
broadcasts on the Mutual net- 
work in 1961. His last broad- 
cast, over a Miami radio sta- 
tion, was May 23, 1965. 


Heatter suffered a stroke that 


partially paralyzed his right 
side five years ago. 


The broadcaster called Win- 


ston Churchill and President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt 
his 


friends, and when 
birthdays 


rolled around during his later 
years, often borrowed the Brit- 
ish prime minister's birthday 
quote for his own: "In view of 
the alternatives, it feels pretty 
good." 


The newscaster used to open 


every broadcast during 
the 


dark days of World War II with 
"Ah, yes, there's good news 
tonight," and the news of lost 
battles and death counts was 
always saved until later.

Jack R. Blackmon of Corpus 
Christi, Tex., replied.

Boyle Case Up to Jury

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


jury begins deliberating 
the 


fate of United Mine Workers 
President W.A. "Tony" Boyle 
and two other UMW officials to- 
day in the first federal prose- 
cution of union officers for ille- 
gal campaign contributions. 


The two-week-old trial went 


to the jury late Wednesday, but 
U.S. Dist. Court Judge Charles 
R. Richey delayed the start of 
deliberations until this morn- 
ing. 


Boyle, union Secretary-Treas- 


urer John Owens, and James 
Kmetz, head of Labor's Non- 
Partisan League, legislative 
arm of the union, were indicted 
last year for conspiracy and 
participation in some or all of 
11 campaign contributions total- 
ing $49,250 made from 1966 
through 1969. 


"It's a 'get W.A. Boyle' in- 


dictment (to) destroy him as a 
man and as leader of the 
United Mine Workers," protest- 
ed Arthur J. Hilland, Boyle's 
attorney, in the closing argu- 
ments which consumed most of 
Wednesday's day in court. 


Hilland contended the govern- 


ment failed to prove that Boyle 
misused the money. Boyle said 
his actions were legal. 


The attorney pictured the 76- 


year-old labor leader as a min- 
er from the coal fields of Mon- 
tana who worked his way up to 
his present position. "He's a 
good man, a compassionate 
man, a man who has realized 
the American dream," Hilland 
said. 


But chief government prose- 


cutor Charles Ruff tried to put 
Boyle at the core of a con- 
spiracy to use union funds for 
contributions to campaigns in 
federal elections. 


"All three of these defendants 


and two co-conspirators partici- 
pated in a common scheme de- 
voted to common ends," Ruff 
said. 


Boyle was charged with con- 


spiracy, taking part in 11 con- 
tributions, and with converting 
$5,000 in union funds to the use 
of others. 


The money was lent by the 


union to the league on Boyle's 
authorization and was later 
channeled into a political con- 
tribution, the government al- 
leges. 


Kmetz was named in the con- 


spiracy count, in two of the 
counts dealing 
with 
specific 


contributions, and with aiding 
and abetting 
Boyle in con- 


verting the $5,000. 


Owens was named in the con- 


spiracy count and in connection 
with one of the specific contri- 
butions.

I have several grandchildren 
who are snow eaters. 


Dear Reader—There is 


probably not a single answer 
to your question. There are 
a lot of variables. If it is a 
nice, good, deep snow you 
could brush the top back 
safely and eat the snow that 
is immediately 
underneath 


the crust. The closer the 
snow gets to the surface of 
the ground the more likely 
it is going to be contami- 
nated with all the different 
germs that cover the earth. 
Germs do not propagate in 
frozen material. They like 
warm, moist climates and 
the ground surface comes 
closer to meeting these re- 
quirements. They are not 
likely 
to migrate 
upward 


into fairly deep snow, so 
the trick is in finding a 
place where there has been 
a good deep, rapid snow fall 
that is fresh. If you have had 
several snow falls at dif- 
ferent intervals there will be 
different layers of crusts and 
this snow could be contami- 
nated. 


If one is careful and uses 


fresh fallen snow and scoops 
away the top, the underlying 
snow can be used. Many peo- 
ple even use it to make snow 
ice cream. I have never 
known of anyone getting ill 
from this practice.

Clean Water Bill Gets Approve/

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has given quick approval 
to a $24.6-billion clean-water 
bill designed to purify the na- 
tion's rivers, streams and 
lakes. 


Following Wednesday's 378-14 


vote the chief sponsor, Rep. 
John Blatnik, D-Minn., said a 
House-Senate conference 
will 


go to work to hammer out a 
compromise after the Easter 
recess. 
But 
major 
differences 
be- 


tween the House version and 
the Senate bill passed last No- 
vember are expected to delay 
agreement for weeks. 


The House version calls tor 


the federal 
government to 


spend $183 billion during the 
Fiscal years 19V3-75 to help com- 
munities fuiai.ce construction of 
sewage-treatment 
works 
and 


sewage-collection systems. 


The Senate bill authorizes to- 


tal construction grants of only 
$14 billion. None of the Senate 
money is ear-marked for sew- 
age-collection systems. 


The Senate also called for in- 


dustries to utilize by 1981 the 
best available technology to 
treat wastes discharged 
into 


waterways. The House, by com- 
parison, calls on the National 
Academy of Sciences to com- 
plete within two years a cost 
study to determine if the 1981 
requirement would be econom- 
ically disruptive. 


If it is found economically 


feasible, Congress would set the 
1981 deadline. 


The Senate also gave in- 


dustries until 1985 to eliminate 
discharges into waterways. 


The House merely cited the 


1985 no-discharge deadline as a 
national goal and not govern- 
mental policy. 


Another significant difference 


is abolition of the 1899 Refuse 
Act permit system under the 


House measure. It would be re- 
placed with a joint federal-state 
permit system under which in- 
dustries would receive permits 
from the states operating under 
federal guidelines. 


The Senate version does not 


eliminate the Refuse Act per- 
mit system, but simply adds an 
additional federal-state system. 
House backers consider 
the 


Senate version duplicative. 


The House bill also prohibits 


persons 
from 
filing 
suits 


against polluters unless they 
could prove their direct inter- 
ests were involved. 


The Senate bill authorizes the 


courts to decide who has the 
right to sue for clean water. 


The defeat of several amend- 


ments backed by environmental 
groups prompted a spokesman 
fur the Environmental Policy 
Center to say passage of the 
House bill was a "fraud on ^he 
public, to pass a dirty-water bill 
in a clean-water wrapping."
